“It begins to look as though we are 
whipped,” said the Senator. “A week 
ago we had 223 votes for the prohibition 
amendment. Today the ‘Wets’ have got 
us guessing. 

“Anticipating defeat on this proposi- 
tion, I have decided to introduce a reso- 
Jution calling on the General Assembly 
to appoint a commission of five mem- 
bers, two ‘Wets’ and two ‘Drys,’ the 
fifth to be selected by them, inves- 
‘tigate the liquor question other 
states and particularly the operation of 
_ prohibition in Kansas, Iowa and Maine. 

“This inquiry should be so thorough 
that the Legislature will have no doubt 
as to whether the suppression of the 
liquor traffic is right or wrong. I ain 
sure it will convince everybody that the 
saloons and breweries are no conducive 
to good government.”’ 

“Do you think the amendment will be 
beaten outright?’ the Senator was 
asked. ' 

“JT don’t know about that, but if a 
tax rider is added and is thereby made 
a material part of the issue, I haven't 
much hope that it can pass the House 
of Representatives. 

“The amendment will be burdened in 
some way, I am sure. As for me, I in- 
tend to make the best fight I can for 
submission. I believe in the prohibi- 
tien principle. Although I am not so 
narrow as to- deny that there are two 
sides to the question.”’ 

The “drys,”’ as shown by the Post- 
Dispatch poll of the Senate, published 
Tuesday, are certain of only 13 senators 
who will vote for the proposed consti- 
tutional amendment without a tax rider.

In Favor of Submission Proposition 


Senator Greene's colleagues on the 
Constitutional Amendments ‘‘ommittee 
expressed the following views of the 
situation. 

' Semator McAllister (Dem.), Monroe 
County: The St. Louis delegation made 
a fine impression on the committee. The 
argument that prohibition would not 
merely drive $100,000,000 of capital from 
Missouri and throw 60,000 men out of 
employment, but would deprive the 
Btate of at least $5,000,000 in revenue 
‘annually, was unanswerable. It set 
the most ardent friends of submission 
to thinking. I, for one, will never con- 
gent to vote for the submission of the 
amendment until it takes a tax rider. 
Even then I may reject it. I feel cer- 
tain that the committee will report the 
resolution adversely or without recom- 
mendation and that the Conran amend- 
ment fixing Jan. 1, 1913, as the time 
when the proposed prehibition amend- 
ment shall become effective, if carried 
at the polls, will be eliminated. 


Senator Wilson (Dem.), Platte 
County: It seems to me that the advo- 
cates of the tax rider are fanning the 
flames of prohibition. I don't see how 
we can get away from submitting the 
queation to the voters.

Harry Dale of Alton Fires Bul- 
let Into Breast in Mrs. Al- 
vina Ray’s Yard. 





PROBABLY WILL DIE 





Woman 
Positions in Life Would Have 
Injured His Prospects. 





Infatuated with Mrs. Alvina 
divorcee 14 years his senior 
25 years old, son of a well-to-do fam- 
lly, shot and seemingly fatally wound- 
ed himself in the yard of Mrs. Ray's 
home in Alton Wednesday night. 

An hour before Mrs. Ray had rejected 
his proposal of marriage. She believes 
he. returned to the house and stood by 
the open window and that he shot him- 
self when he overheard her tell two of 
her neighbors that she could never 
marry him. 

Mrs. Ray says she loved the young 
man. Because of this love she obtained 
a divorce from James Ray Mrch 
last. She did not believe it would be 
right for her to continue to 
her husband when she knew 
other man was her soul-mate. Yet she 
had no intention of marrying Dale, she 
Says. 

Feared to Injure His Prospects, 

“Harry’s folks are rich and I am 
poor,’’ she said Thursday. “I belleved 
that they would object to the marriage. 
Of course, Harry was of age, but I 
loved him so much that I did not want 
him to do anything to injure his pros- 
pects in life. Besides, 1 was so much 
older than Harry. 

“I met him last summer and fell in 
love with him. After 1 obtained my di- 
vorce he constantly coaxed me to marry 
him. 

“He came to my house yesterday and 
Was there all afternoon and evening, 
pleading with me to be his wife. When 
he went away at 9 o'clock last night 
I walked the gate with him. He 
put his arm around me and kissed me 
and begged me to say: ‘Yes.’ 

“* ‘Ne,’ I said, ‘I cannot marry you.’ 

“*Then I will do what I said I would.’ 
he exclaimed. He had frequently thres<- 
ened to kill himself if I would not 
marry him, but I didn’t think he meant 
it. 

“He went down the street. An hour 
later I was sitting in my kitchen with 
Mrs. Lucinda Pollard and Henry Bart- 
ley. The window was open. We were 
talking about Harry and I said: I can 
never marry him. I am too old and 
the difference in our conditions is too 
great.’ 

Muffied Pistol in Coat. 

“Just as i finished saying this we 
heard a noise, as if something fell and 
struck the cellar door under the kitchen 
window. Mr. Bartley went out and 
found Harry iying there. He was un- 
conscious. We found the revolver near 
him. He had wrapped the muzzle in 
his coat so the report would be muffled. 
I think grief would kill me if he should 
aie,”’ 

Jr. J. C. Joesting had Dale removed 
to St. Joseph's Hospital, where it was 
found that the bullet had entered the 
chest and had penetrated the right 
lung. The wound is,of such.a nature 
that surgeons say there is but one 
chance in a thousand that he will re- 
cover. 

Mrs. Ray has two daughters, Zenia, 
17, and Goldie, 15. She says that once 
when Dale was pleading with her te 
marry-him her daughter Zenia said to 
him: 

“Why dont you ask me. I am nearer 
your age. Don’t bother Mamma.”’ 

“No, I don’t want you,” said Dale to 
the girl. “I love your mother and if I 
can't get her I will kill myself.’’ 

Dale is the son of William H. Dale 
of Walnut street, in Upper Alton, who 
is widely known as a fresco painter and 
church decorator.

Persistent Animal Puts Family 
of East St. Louis Treasurer 
in Danger. 








City Treasurer-elect Frank Holten of 
East St. Louis says he will sit up all 
Thursday night if it takes that long for 
him to apprehend and eliminate the rat 
which he believes is trying to prevent 
his taking office May 3 by killing him 
with gas. 

Mr. Holten is firmly of the belief that 
a large, powerful rat, either a Demo- 
crat, a Populist or an anarchist rat, 
tried three separate and distinct times 
Wednesday night to asphyxiate him ana 
his family by turniog the gas 
the kitchen range. 

The Holtens live at 1114 St. 
nue, East St. Louis. Wednesday even- 
ing Mr. Holten was out. About 8:29 
Mrs. Holten said to her son, Dewey: 

“T smell gas. Go to the kitchen 
see if the burners on the range 
turned off.’’ 

Dewey reported that the middle burn- 
er of the five was turned on and much 
gas was escaping.

Engagement to Be Announced. 

He had telephoned Miss Eddleman 
that owing to business affairs it would 
to call on her Wednes- 
night, but made an appointment 
for Thursday, when their engagement 
was to have been anriounced at a din- 
ner party. > 

Although officers of the Claremore 
police force allege they saw a man 
hurry away in the darkness from. the 
vicinity of Bullet’a office about the 
time the shooting is supposed to have 
occurred, they made no arrest, not 
knowing of the tragedy at that time. 

After his death, n nerous pictures 
and letters of Hattie Yarbrough were 
found in Bullet’s office and her alleged 
complicity in the murder was arrived 
at following the statement that she had 
been seen in Claremore the night of the 
tragedy, but had been out of the city 
for several days previous. 


No Trace of the Woman. 

A warrant was at once sworn out for 
her arrest and Sheriff Hiram Stephens 
and Deputy Sheriff Newberry have 
since been visiting her old haunts, 
thinking that she might return for a 
visit with acquaintances. 

Deputy Sheriff Newberry arrived in 
Springfield today and after being clos- 
eted with Sheriff Freeman, Chief of Po- 
lice Loveless and Prosecuting Attorney 
J. Cc. West, visited a number of other 
places. The home of her sister, Mrs. 
Rose Steinard, who lives seven miles 
southwest of Springfield, was also 
watched, but without results. 

Although she is reported to have been 
in Springfield six weeks ago, the last 
trace of her in this city was 11 weeks 
She registered at several hotels 
as Mrs. John Bullet, Claremore, Ok., 
and stated to acquaintances here she 
was the wife of the wealthy Indian. 


Called Indian Her Husband. 

She left February 9, stating she was 
going to San Antonio, Tex., for her 
health. Nothing has been heard of her 
since, until the arrival of the Oklahoma 
officer. During ber visit in Springfield, 
she referred to Bullet a number of times 
as her husband and talked to him over 
the long distance telephone on several! 
occasions. 

Although Deputy Sheriff Newberry to- 
day refused to discuss the case, it was 
learned that the woman is supposed to 
have gone to St. Louls following her al- 
leged complicity in the murder. He left 
this afternoon, also refusing to announce 
his destination. It is believed. he went 
to Rolla.

Five American Women Hemmed In, 

ERIRUT, «April 22.—Five American 
women, missionaries, are in - danger at 
‘Tadiim, in the vilayet of Adana, Asiatic 
Turkey. One of them, Miss Lambert, 
has sent a message down to the coast 
asking for immediate help. 

The women are entirely alone and de- 
fenseless. The villages surrounding 
Hadjim are in flames, and Hadjim itself 
is invested by Nomad tribes. Mes- 
seges from the interior are being sup- 
rressed by the authorities. 

The situation in the country north, 
east and west of Alexandretta arising 
from the anti-Christian outbreaks is 
most serious. There have been massa- 
cre and pillage at Antioch and rioting 
at Birejik. 

Aleppo is in a state of panic. There 
are cnly 400 Turkish soldiers in the city. 
Fus!ness is at a standstill and there is 
every reason to fear a serious outbreak. 
The city is full of Bedouin Arabs, Kurds 
nud Circassians. 

Murderers Released From Prison. 

The town of Kirikan, a short distance 
east cf Betlan\and southeast of Alexan- 
dreita, has been sacked and burned. At 
Avas, on the west coast of the Gulf of 
Alexandretta, 413-murderers have been 
released from prison. They joined the 
mot and began committing depredations. 

At Tarsus, 100 persons have been 
killed, houses have been burned and 
there are today 5000 persons without 
homes. Several native pastors from 
Aintab were killed while on their way to 
attend the district missionary meeting 
ac Adana. 

The Turkish Government officials at 
Mersina have done everything possible 
to check the trouble, but the result of 
tneir efforts was limited, 

Towns Lie Far Inland, 

Antioch, Birejik and Aleppo are all in- 
land from Alexandretta and are with- 
out rail communication with the coast. 
Antioch is 40 miles south of Alexan- 
dretta and has a population of 23,000. 
of which 16,000 are Moslems and 7000 
Christians, 

The Christians tnclude 4000 Armenians. 
Birejik, with a population of 10,000, is 
115 miles northeast of Alexandretta. 
Aleppo, 7 miles southeast of Alexan- 
dretta, has a population of 125,000. The 
trade is mostly in the hands of Greeks 
and Armenians. Tarsus, with a popu- 
nation of 2.000, is on the rallroad 
between Mersina and Adana. 

A few Protestants are Included in the 
Christian population of Antioch, but the 
records do not show any American mis- 
sionary stationed there. It is, however, 
a siation of the Reformed Presbyterian 
Churches of Ireland and Scotland, with 
three missionaries and seven native 
worker?. 

At Aleppe there is a considerable Eu- 
ropean colony, and a atrong Reman 
Catholic element in the population. The 
foreign mission of the Presbyterian 
Church in England has a station at 
Aleppo. At Tarsus there is a St. Paul's 
institute.

Mr. Lee 
quoted figures, all high in the millions, 
to show the capital invested in the 
liquor interest in Missouri, its returns 
in taxes anda to labor and its relation to 
other business values. 

“No city anywhere, the size of St. 
Louis. has prohibition.””: said Mr. Lee, 
“uonless ‘t be Constantinople, where the 
t’nspeakable Turk, who prefers to follow 
Mohammed rather than Christ, turns 
with horror from the mildest wine to 
revel in the debaucheries of the harem.’

JPRORIBITIONISTS PLAN TO 
RESORT TO THE INITIATIVE 


Judge James L. Fort of Dexter, one 
of the leading prohibitionists in Mis- 
souri, told a Post-Dispatch reporter at 
the Laclede Hotel Thursday that the 
“drys” will resort to the Initiative and 
referendum to force the issue on the 
liquor question if the State Senate de- 
feats the submission amendment. : 

“The minute the Senate defeats the 
prohibition resokution, if it does,” said 
Judge Fort. ‘‘we will begin circulating 
the initdative and referendum petitions. 
Under this amendment to the constitu- 
tion adopted at the last election we 
will require a little less than 32,000 
names to submit the prohibition ques- 
tion to a vote of the people. 

“Tf the Senate defeats the amendment 
it will give tremendous impetus to the 
prohibition movement in the State. 
While but 32,000 names will be actually 
needed we propose to get more than 
400,000 signers to the petitions. 

“We are required, under the initiative 
and referendum, to get 8 per cent of 
the voters in two-thirds of the con- 
gressional districts of the State to sub- 
mit the prohibition amendment. If ne- 
cessary we can select the districts in 
which to circulate the petitions. 

“The tax rider amendment cannot be 
legally submitted as a part of the pro- 
hibition amendment as it is not lawful 
to embody two propositions fn one 
amendment.”’

Clarence Michaels, 
vho is married and lives in Flora, de- 
lines to ‘‘take sides’’ with either of 
nis parents. Mrs. Michaels declares she 
push the suit to the utmost, de- 
manding an equal division of her hus- 
band’s property in addition to absolute 
divorce. 

This divorce action. which wes insti- 
tuted April 12 by Mrs. Michaels, has 
stirred this old town, the birthplace of 
William Jennings Bryan, from end to 
end. A story whic for some years has 
been more or less “the talk of the 
town,”’ under the breath, by the filing 
of Mrs. Michael's divorce petition, be- 
comes’ public property. 

Both Sheriff and Mrs. Michaels are 
natives of Salem; the wife having been 
Miss Sarah Taylor. She is 40 years old. 
Her husband is 47. Both are known to 
practically everybody in Salem. The 
Sheriff's name is a sort of household 
word throughout the county. 

Goes to Live With Neighbor. 

‘The couple were married in Salem in 
October, 1883, and lived together until 
April 12, this year, the day of the fil- 
ing of the suit. Next day Mrs. Michaels 
returned to her home, packed her cloth- 
ing and other personal! effects and went 
to the home of a neighbor, Mrs. Edward 
Green, where slie is at present. 

In her petition Mrs. Michaels charges 
that for more than ten years her hus- 
hand has been neglectful of his marital 
vows. She names two women in par- 
ticular, and generalizes as to many more 
whose names, she says, “are unknown 
to her.’’ 

The one against whom Mrs. Michaels 
seems to have the bitterest feeling 
Miss Stella Houts, now living with her 
father, Frank Houts, at Iuka, eight 
miles east of Salem. 

On March 12, exactly one month before 
filing her suit for divorce, Mrs. Michaels 
fired a shot at Miss Houts, missing her, 
but creating a sensation in Salem. She 
was not arrested. 

Dreaded Humiliation. 
Michgels acmits that she had 
been aware of her husband's alleged 
indiscretions for years, but had dreaded 
the humiliation of going to court. 

“TI could stand it no longer,’’ she said 
today, “when I saw my husband, in 
open duivlight, making love to Stella 
Houts. I had no intention of killing her 
—I shot mereiy to scare her. When we 
lived in California—from 1887 to 1897—I 
became an expert pistol shot. I could 
have shot her through the heart had 
I wanted to do so.”’ 

Stella Houts was housemaid in the MIi- 
chaels family for four years. She is 
24 years of age. She was still working 
for Mrs. Michaels when the latter fired 
at her. 

In her petition Mrs. Michaels alleges 
that while she was undergoing treatment 
in St. Luke’s Hospital, St. Louis, dur- 
ing the months of »larch and April, 1908, 
her husband was attentive to Stella 
H{louts in their own home. 

Another Woman Named. 

“Viola,” said to be 25 years old, is an- 
other woman named in Mrs. Michael's 
petition.

‘for a month after she fired the shot 
at Stella Houts.

I offered to keep. $4000 
and let her have the rest, but she de- 
Clined. Then I offered to take $3000 for 
my part, but she declined that. I of- 
fered to build her a house and give her 
separate maintenance, paying ali ex- 
penses, but she declined that. 

“Then she made mea proposition that 
I pay her $30 a month and pay her 
doctor and nurse bills. I declined that 


Must Run Course in Courts. 
‘IT was willing to HMve with her, 


though I am innocent of all the charges 
she makes against me, until the time 
she went away. Now that she has 
brought this suit no proposition for set- 
tlement will be considered. The affair 
must run its course in the courts,’’ 

Sheriff Michaels denies that he ever 
neglected his marriage vows. He de- 
clares that the stories are the result of 
political and persona! spite. 

“Stella Houts,” says the Sheriff, “was 
our housegirl for a year before Mrs.

WHEN ATTACKED 


Defendant in Murder Trial 
Makes Straight Plea of 
Self-Defense. 





SEPARATED FROM WIFE 





Declares When He Went After 
His Clothes Boarder As- 
saulted Him. 





Going upon the stand in his own be- 
half Thursday, James E. Clark assert- 
ed positively that he shot Joseph 8. 
Flood in self-defense, after Fleod had 
attacked him, and that he continued to 
shoot Flood after his victim was down 
because he was beside himself with ex- 
citement. Caustic cross-examination by 
Assistant Circuit Attorney Griffin failed 
to shake Clark’s version of the trag- 
cdy. 

Flood, a telegrapher, was shot and 
killed at the Clark home, 3420 Bell ave- 
nue, where he was a boarder, Dec. 6 
last. Clark had been estranged frem 
his wife, and did not stay at the house 
all the time. 


Swears He Was Attacked, 


He said on the stand that he went 
to the house to pacx his clothes, pre- 
paratory to going to Jefferson City, his 
former home. Flood, he said, was in 
the .parlor, his presence unknown te 
Clark, and the’ boarder attacked him 
as soon as he entered the room. 

Clark testified that he drew his re- 
volver and shot Fleod to save his own 
life, and that he continued te shoot 
because he was excited. 


Did Not Remember Detaila. 


Other witnesses had testified that 
Clark continued to shoot Flood after the 
man had jumped through the window, 
rolled down the steps and was on his 
knees begging Clark for mercy. As- 
sistant Circuit Attorney Griffin asked 
Clark about this, and the defendant re- 
plied that he remembered nothing ex- 
cept that he continued te shoot till his 
revolver was empty. 

Griffin asked the defendant if it 
were not a fact that he went to the 
heuse to shoot Tom Cox, his step-son, 
with whom he had quarreled, and that 
he shot Flood by mistake. Clark denied 
this.

Politicians Hold That Hadley 
Wilt Name Him. When 
Senate Adjourns. 








Thomas K. Niedringhaus, just back 
from Jefferson City, and Gov. Hadley, 
sick in bed at the Executiye Mansion, 
both said Thursday that Niedringhaus 
positively declined the Governor's 
offer of the appointment as president of 
the Police Board. 

But—— 

There is still a belief among politicians 
that Niedringhaus is to head the Police 
Board and that belief will persist until 
someone else is appointed by the Govy- 
ernor and confirmed by the Senate in 
the place now held by B. F. Gray Jr. 

This is the way the politicians figure 
it out: If Niedringhaus were now to 
accept the place outright and his name 
were to be sent to the Senate, there is 
no telling what might be done with it. 

On the other hand, if the Governor 
simply waits a few weeks, until the 
Legisldture has gone home, he can ap- 
point Niedringhaus and the appointment 
will rest undisturbed until the Senate 
meets again in 1911. 

“I told the Governor it would be im- 
possible for me to accept,’’ said Nied- 
ringhaus to a Post-Dispatch reporter on 
the train returning from Jefferson City. 
“TI am obliged by my business to spend 
one-third of my time in New York, and 
of my time in St. Louis I[ could not 
give more than a small part to the po- 
lice work. I could not satisfactorily fill 
the position of President of the Board 
for the reasons I have given. 

“The Governor told me he had no one 
else in mind at present. . 

To a Post-Dispatch correspondent at 
Jefferson City, the Governor sent word 
from his sickroom, in response to an 
inquiry, that Niedringhaus’ refusal had 
been positive and final.

Clarence Michaels, 
vho is married and lives in Flora, de- 
lines to ‘“‘take sides’’ with either of 
nis parents. Mrs. Michaels declares she 
push the suit to the utmost, de- 
manding an equal division of her hus- 
band’s property in addition to absolute 
divorce. 

This divorce action. which wes insti- 
tuted April 12 by Mrs. Michaels, has 
stirred this old town, the birthplace of 
William Jennings Bryan, from end to 
end. A story which for some years has 
been more or less ‘‘the talk of the 
town,”’ under the breath, by the filing 
of Mrs. Michael's divorce petition, be- 
comes’ public property. 

Both Sheriff and Mrs. Michaels are 
natives of Salem; the wife having been 
Miss Sarah Taylor. She is 40 years old. 
Her husband is 47. Both are known to 
practically everybody in Salem. The 
Sheriff's name is a sort of household 
word throughout the county. 

Gees to Live With Neighbor. 

‘The couple were married in Salem in 
October, 1883, and lived together until 
April 12, this year, the day of the fil- 
ing of the suit. Next day Mrs. Michaels 
returned to her home, packed her cloth- 
ing and other personal effects and went 
to the home of a neighbor, Mrs. Edward 
Green, where shie is at present. 

In her petition Mrs. Michaels charges 
that for more than ten years her hus- 
hand has been neglectful of his marital] 
vows. She names two. women in par- 
ticular, and generalizes as to many more 
whose names, she says, “are unknown 
to her.”’ 

The one against whom Mrs. Michaels 
seems to have the bitterest feeling is 
Miss Stella Houts, now living with her 
father, Frank Houts, at Iuka, eight 
miles east of Salem. 

On March 12, exactly one month before 
filing her suit for divorce, Mrs. Michaels 
fired a shot at Miss Houts, missing her, 
but creating a sensation in Salem. She 
was not arrested. 

Dreaded Humiliation. 

Mrs. Michgels acmits that she had 
been aware of her husband's alleged 
indiscretions for years, but had dreaded 
the humiliation of going to court. 

“IT could stand it no longer,”’ she said 
today, “when [I saw my husband, ip 
open divilight, making love to Stella 
Houts. | had no intention of killing her 
—I shot mereiy to scare her. When we 
lived in California—from 1887 to 1897—I 
became an expert pistol shot. I could 
have shot her through the heart had 
[I wanted to do so.”’ 

Stella Houts was housemaid in the Mi- 
chaels family for four years. She is 
24 years of age. She was still working 
for Mrs. Michaels when the latter fired 
at her. 

In her petition Mrs. Michaels alleges 
that while she was undergoing treatment 
in St. Luke’s Hospital, St. Louis, dur- 
ing the months of slarch and April, 1908, 
her husband was attentive to Stella 
Houts in their own home. 

Another Woman Named. 

‘“Viola,”’ said to be 25 years old, is an- 
other woman named in Mrs. Michael's 
petition. The wife alleges that for four 
years, beginning in 1902, Sheriff Michaels 
showered improper attentions upon 
“Viola,” who lived then in Romine 
Township, four miles from Salem. It 
is said she lives now tn St. Louis. 

Mrs. Michaels, in praying for an equa! 
division of the property, says her hus- 
band has$15,000 and 320 acres of Mar- 
ion County lands. The Sheriff denies 
that he is worth that much. 

“My wife and I lived together,’ he 
Said today to a Post-Dispatch reporter, 
‘for a month after she fired the shot 
at Stella Houts. We discussed the prob- 
lem of divorce and separation in a 
friendly way. I offered to keep. $4000 
and let her have the rest, but she de- 
Clined. Then I offered to take $3000 for 
my part, but she declined that. I of- 
fered to build her a house and give her 
Separate maintenance, paying ali ex- 
penses, but she declined that. 

“Then she made me a proposition that 
I pay her $30 a month and pay her 
doctor and nurse bills. I declined that 


Must Run Course in Courts. 
“I was willing to lve with her, 


though I am innocent of all the charges 
she makes against me, until the time 
she went away. Now that she has 
brought this suit no proposition for set- 
tlement will be considered. The affair 
must run its course in the courts,”’ 

Sheriff Michaels denies that he ever 
neglected his marriage vows. He de- 
Clares that the stories are the result of 
political and personal spite. 

“Stella Houts,” says the Sheriff, “was 
our housegirl for a year before Mrs. 
Michaels went to the hospital in St. 
Louls. My wife had an attack of ty- 
phoid fever, with after effects which 
required an operation.

SEPARATED FROM WIFE 





Declares When He Went After 
His Clothes Boarder As- 
saulted Him.

ARTIST ADMITS | 
TEALING LACE 
AND ART WORKS} 


Henry Weidenbach, Arrested 
in St. Louis, Confesses 
in Cincinnati. 
ROBBED HOMES OF RICH | 
Sold Valuable Shawi to Fam- 
ily, Into Which Priest Intro- 
duced Him. 











Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

CINCINNATI, O., April ' 92.—Henry 
Weidenbach, the artist and restorer of 
pictures who was arrested in St. Louis 
charged with robbing the homes of his 
wealthy patrons in this city, made a 
confession to Detective Kuhfers today 
which clears the mystery surrounding 
the ownership of a number of valuable 
pieces of lace and objects of art which 
he is accused of stealing. 

The Cincinnati police are confident 
that the confession made by Weiden- 
bach will lead to the recovery of a ma- 
jority of the articles said to have been 
stolen. Among the articles reported as 
missing to the police was a valuable lace 
shawl worth seevral hundred dollars 
and more than a century old. 

This shawl Weidenbach says he took 
from the apartments of Mrs. A. L. 
Sanford, in the Ortiz Apartment Build- 
ing, and sold to a family in Louisville. 
The police have not divulged the name 
of the family. 

Introduced by Priest. 

In addition Weidenbach says he sold 
tiie same Louisville family a quantity of 
valuable late, and. that he was intro- 
duced to the family by a priest of St. 
Duminick’s Church of Louisville. 

In selling the lace Weidenbach says 
he tolé the purchaser that it was from 
the dress of a famous princess and 
beauty of the time of the French Em- 
pire, and obtained a high price for it. 

According to the police, the confession 
contains statements regarding jewels, 
laces and art objects taken from the 
homes of Harry M. Levey and G. C. 
Fries of this city, and discloses the 
pawnshops and private persons who 
were purchasers of the loot. 

In his confession it is said, Weiden- 
bach said he intended to dispose of the 
valuables in St. Louis, but was pre- 
vented from doing so by his arrest. It 
is said he told the police where he had 
secreted some of his loot in St. Louis, 
and an effort is being made to re- 
cover it. 

Women’s Name Is Learned, 

A new phase of the case developed 
today when the police learned the iden- 
tity of the Detroit woman to whom 
Weidenbach is said to have been en- 
gaged to be married. Her name is being 
withheld, but it is said that some jew- 
elry and other valuables have been 
traced to her and that they were sent 
to the woman by Weidenbach as pres- 
ents.

Are at a Disadvantage. 

HE dire necessity of such a pro- 
vision was first brought forci- 
bly to my mind in San Fran- 

cisco, my previous pastorate. There is 
a social condition there which is pe- 
culiar.

Young people, 
from the most refined homes all over 
the country drift there to seek their 
fortunes in the fabled Golden West, and 
they often are obliged to begin at the 
lowest rounds of the social ladder.

accompanied by the worst forms of vice and in- 
temperance. ! 

It is assumed that opposition to prohibition 
signifies opposition to temperance, whereas the 
majority of men who oppose prohibition believe 
in temperance and believe that temperance is 
better promoted under regulation than prohi- 
bition, They oppose prohibition on moral grounds 
because they believe it creates conditions which 
promote hypocrisy, immorality and intemperance. 
Men of the highest intelligence and moral char- 
acter oppose prohibition on principle as an un- 
wise and demoralizing policy. 

It is assumed that the opposition is im- 
moral and sordid because it uses the argu- 
ment of material interest, whereas the ma- 
terial interest is a vital factor in the ques- 
tion and involves the moral law. The ministers 
wholly overlook the ethical view of an act which 
proposes the destruction of property acquired 
under the laws of the State for the purpose of 
developing a business recognized as legitimate 
and chartered by the State; it would destroy the 
business encouraged by the State and built up 
under State laws; it would deprive thousands 
of wage-earners of their only means of liveli- 
hood in legitimate trades and occupations. The 
persons who have invested their money in these 
enterprises, who have entered into and built up 
the business and have learned the trades connect- 
ed with it have done so with the sanction and en- 
couragement of the State. What morality, what 
justice would there be in a sweeping act which 
would confiscate vast property and abolish a great 
business without compensation? What morality 
would there be in depriving thousands of their 
means of employment and bringing hardship and 
misery upon their dependent families, merely in 
order to accomplish a futile act of vengeance 
upon. some men engaged in the liquor traffic, who 
have been guilty of abuses? 

It is assumed that prohibition represents the 
most advanced civilization, whereas it is a reac- 
tion towards the intolerance of the past, when 
men thought it necessary to impose their con- 
sciences upon others and to place severe restraints 
upon liberty in order to save society. High civ- 
ilization and the best development of man are 
impossible without freedom. It is the essence of 
progressive democracy. All the advancement we 
have made represents a gain in the liberty of the 
individual and the ultimate ideal of perfected so- 
ciety*is a community of self-governed men. 

We agree with the Methodist ministers that all 
considerations must yield to moral considerations. 
The true moral issue is paramount, but there 
must be no mistake or confusion concerning the 
issue. We believe the ministers are sincere and 
have the best intentions, but we believe also that 
they are mistaken in their views of the moral 
issue and that more careful thought will convince 
them that the moral side is against prohibition, 
that however admirable its object, it would cre- 
ate conditions which would undermine law, mo- 
rality and orderly progress. 

The practical moral effect of prohibition in this 
city, which in this. respect typifies other cities, 
was ably and clearly presented by Frederick N. 
Judson in Tuesday’s Post-Dispatch. He shows 
conclusively ‘that we would ‘lose through pro- 
hibition all that we have gained in the regulation 
of the liquor traffic. All the machinery by which 
we now hold saloon keepers to strict accounta- 
bility through the arbitrary power of the Excise 
Commissioner would be swept away and we 
would be confronted with the necessity of en- 
forcing prohibition by ordinary legal methods 
against a horde of lawless saloons and an over- 
whelming public sentiment. 

Do we want justice, law, order, regulation, or 
injustice, lawlessness, disorder and saloon out- 
lawry? ; 

Which is the moral side? Would it not be 
wiser for the clergy to join with business men 
and other citizens in demanding of the State 
Legislature that sound laws-for the better re- 
striction of the liquor traffic throughout the 
State be passed and in insisting that they be en- 
forced without fear or favor? Let us make prog- 
ress in the right direction.

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A PROHIBITION FAILURE. 
From the New York Commercial. 

In Bangor, Me., just now the county 
jail presents an object lesson that is a 
not unusual concomitant of prohibition 
in the states that are wrestling with 
that policy. This jail is more than half 
a century old, with imperfect sanita- 
tien and no hospital facilities, has only 
4 cells but at present is harboring 114 
prisoners; two and sometimes three 
prisoners are crowded tegether in one 
small cell—youngsters and oldsters all 
huddled together indiscriminately and 
without any effort at separating vicious 
criminals from youthful first offenders. 
These conditions, as explained by the 
County Sheriff, are brought about by 
the influx of prisoners sent up from 
the pelice courts for intoxication for 
short terms, forty-five or sixty days. 
The “Bangor plan,” it will be recalled, 
is a system in a prohibition State that 
permits about 125 barrooms to be ep- 
erated practically “‘wide epen,”’ the pro- 
prietors submitting to search-and-seiz- 
ure and fines once or twice a year— 
which really is a high-license scheme. 
Much of the liquor sold is vile, “‘chain- 
lightning’ stuff and easily produces 
“drunks and disorderlies’’ in numbers— 
hence the disgusting condition ef the 
Bangor jail. The situation there, says 
the Hartford (Conn.).Times, “is fur- 
ther proof of the old truth that in pop- 
ulous centers prohibition doesn’t pro- 
hibit. It also indicates once more the 
uselessness of the jail as a penalty for 
drunkenness. From the conclusion that 
the policy of sending drunkards to jail 
for a few weeks js a penal, social and 
economic failure dissent is impessible. 
Of all judicial schemes ever tried for 
the treatment of drunkenness this is 
the least effective.” Still, the people of 
Maine continue to create legislatures 
that refuse to provide the machinery 
for resubmftting the question of prohi- 
bition to popular vote, and the sham of 
the system and the abuses under it 
continue also. If the people there 
would only be honest with themselves, 
they would at least give some other 
system a fair trial.

BY UNIVERSITY| 


President Declares That Low 
Appropriation Will Cripple 
Institution. 


MORE ROOM IS NEEDED 





If Sum Allowed Is Only $844,- 
000 All Departments Will 
Be Curtailed. 





Special to the Post-Dispatch. 
COLUMBIA, Mo., April 22.—‘‘The ex- 


pansion of the University of Missouri 


depends in largé measure upon obtaining 
from the Legisiature the entire appro- 
priation of $1,592,000 asked,’’ said Dr. Al- 
bert Ross Hill, president, this morning. 
“Tf the university is te receive only 
$844,000 as proposed by the House, prog- 
ress here will be checked considerably. 
I do not know for what purpose this ap- 
propriation is made, so I cannot discuss 
the matter at length. 

“The buildings are already overcrowd- 
ed and no room is left for expansion. If 
the enrollment is to grow to any con- 
siderable extent there must be more 
class rooms and laboratories to accom- 
modate the students. 

“At present many classes are held in 
the basement of Academic Hall, where 
the light and ventilation ere not good. 
Books are stored away in dark rooms 
without windows and into any cubby- 
Ahole that will hold a bookcase. 

Only $400,000 for Expenses, 

“If the deficiency fund must be drawn 
from.the $844,000 there will be less than 
$600,000 for the current expenses of the 
university. This will hardly keep the 
standard of the faculty where it is now. 
We cannot afford to have our good men 
leave for higher salaries at other uni- 
versities by cutting salaries here now 
that are lower than at other universities 
of equal rank. 

“Whether the farmers of the State 
are to receive much benefit from the hog 
cholera cure and improved seed corn will 
depend largely upon the money that is 
appropriated for these purposes. 

“No department of the university will 
be abolished because of the low appropri- 
ation. There is a demand for every 
school of the university, and by ne 
means will any of them be done away 
with. 

“The work in all of them will be 
crippled, but we shall strive to divide 
the money among the different schools 
according to their needs as best we 
can. We cannot do away with the 
school of education any more than we 
can abolish the college of agriculture or 
the school of law. 

All Departments Needed. 

“It takes all these departments to 
make the university. Lack of appro- 
priation may, however, cause many of 
the classes to be overcrowded and the 
laboratory work to be handicapped. The 
university needs all the money asked 
and will suffer if it does not receive 
it. 

“The student enrollment at the Uni- 
versity of Missouri has increased more 
than 30 per cent in two years. To meet 
these needs development must be made 
along two lines. The teaching force 
should be increased so that fewer stu- 
Gents be in a class and there should 
be an increase in library and labora- 
tery_room enly furnished by new buila- 


“The Board of Curators asked $1,- 
600,000 for the university. This included 
@ request for a library building, a phys- 
fes building, a veterinary hospital ana 
other buildings on the State Farm. The 
Legislative Committee recommended 
that $1,065,000 be appropriated, which !Im- 
cluded $200,000 for a library building.”
